The night clerk at the St. Elmo 
looked ap with astonishment about 
o’clock on Tuesday morning as a well- 
dressed man threw open the doors and 
staggered rather than walked into the 
lobby. The visitor’s head was covered 
with blood and his clothes were torn, 
and at first the hotel man thought that 
the latest arrival was only a drunk, 
though this idea was soon banished 
from his mind when the newcomer 
spoke: “I am Dr. D. T. Kellogg, of Al­ 
hambra,” he said, ‘‘and I have been 
robbed and foully beaten. I came into 
Los Angeles yesterday morning to 
pay my taxes and look after 
few professional matters, after which 
I intended to return home. When I had 
settled my business I started down First 
street, and had at that time in my pocket 
about one hundred dollars in addition to 
which I carried a valuable gold watch 
and a few other trinkets. I remember 
being at the Santa Fe depot and after 
that all seems a dream until about an 
hour ago, when I awoke with a strange 
feeling in my head. I tried to collect my 
thoughts as consciousness returned but 
all was a blank, and when I opened my 
eyes all I could see was the blue sky 
overhead. 
I essayed to arise but 
found that I was bound to the ground, 
and as I glanced on ffther side 
a numb feeling of terror came over me. 
for I saw that £ was tied across a railroad 
track. In a frenzy of despair I shouted 
for help, but the place was evidently a 
very lonely one, for no response came. 
Then I struggled with all my might, and 
an ecstatic joy sent the blood rushing 
through my veins as I felt my hands 
loosen, and finally I was free. I arose 
to my feet and looked around 
and as I did so I felt something trick­ 
ling down my face, and putting my 
hand to my head 1 felt that I had been 
wounded.

THE SALT LAKE ROAD. 
T he Y ard* To Be At N inth Street 
B ridge m atter*. 
The Union Pacific people are hard at 
work making arrangements for the com­ 
mencement of operations on their levee. 
They have appointed as chief engineer 
Mr. W. R . Davis, who until recently 
was chief engineer for the Los Angeles 
Cable Car Bystem, and who is 
thoroughly practical man in every re­ 
spect. As announced in Sunday morning’s 
H er a ld, the viaducts over Downey 
avenue and First street will be extended 
sixty feet further on the East side so as 
to give the Salt Lake road room 
for 
its 
tracks 
underneath, and 
for which privilege the company 
contributes about $25,000 to the cost of 
constructing the bridges. The plans are 
not yet finally determined on, but it is 
proposed lo make 60-foot approaches to 
the viaducts and have the first few feet 
constructed of masonry, after which the 
steel viaducts will commence. The 
Union Pacific syndicate has decided to 
establish its railroad yards at the Ninth- 
street crossing but have not yet decided 
on the location of their main depot. 
The confining ot the river beu to 
300 feet will give them level land 
the east side for their tracks, 
and on their sixty-foot strip they 
can put down ten tracks and work them 
without over crowding. The plans for 
the levee are not yet completed, but di­ 
rectly they are ready the company will 
doubtless commence work. Mr. J. S. 
Cameron, assistant to President Adams 
of the Union Pacific, has gone to Salt 
Lake to work up some facts relative to 
the extension to this city, and is re­ 
ported to have said that the work is 
sure to go through, although the rail­ 
road’s Governmental complication may 
defer the date of beginning the work. 
This is, however, nothing more than was 
surmised, but us has 
before been 
stated in these columns, the line from 
the city to the ocean is to be completed 
without delay, and the connection with 
Salt Lake City made when the funds will 
permit.

tak e th a t lands are dear in this section.

Ju st how long this process will last it 
is hard to say, but it will not belong. All 
the conditions of business are healthy. 
Already there has been a curtailment in 
the buyiDg of luxuries from abroad, and 
tho beneficial effects of the retrench 
m ent are shown in the fact that our ex­ 
changes with the outside world have 
again tnrned in favor of the United States. 
Although the returns for the last fiscal 
year were against us as a whole, the last 
half of the year was in our favor by up­ 
wards of two million dollars.

are

few 
hundred miles 
of railway 
have 
been 
built

ticipated the natural development of the 
country, a few capitalists will suffer, and 
we have already probably sustained most 
of the strain which is referable to this 
state of things. 
In Southern California also we are go­ 
ing through a process of liquidation, 
common with the people of the United 
States at large. 
Nearly a year ago the 
paper town disappeared as a factor in our 
development. 
For alm ost a year those 
who owed money on real estate have 
been engaged in canceling their obliga­ 
tions.

gree never heretofore chronicled in this 
section. Los Angeles is already a great 
railway center. It is destined to be a much 
greater one in the im mediate future. 
Our 
unapproached 
climate 
and 
rich 
soil 
are 
still 
here, 
and 
the people of tho East are more fully 
conversant than ever before with our 
conditions of climatology and our other 
Southern California attractions. 
The 
liquidation both here and at the East is 
already almost accomplished.

TERRIBLE CALAMITY AT READING 


Tn« bank clearances for the last year 
in the principal cities of the Union came 
to $49,103,718,191. 
Of this New York 
city is credited with $31,099,977,521, and 
all the rest of the thirty-seven cities 
given with only $18,093,740,670. 
In 
New York the figures show a falling off 
of 7.1 per cent, as compared with 1887. 
Cincinnati fell beyond the record of the 
previous year by 11.8 per cent., St. 
Paul fell away 4 9 per cent., St. Joseph 
5 3 
per 
cent., 
Baltimore 
5.8 per 
cent., 
and 
Galveston 
8.3 
per 
cent. 
But 
W ichita 
is 
the 
place where business was literally para­ 
lyzed, the falling off being 31 per cent. 
In all the other cities business showed an 
improvement according to the clearances. 
The average im provement outside of New 
York city was 2 3 per cent. The first 
portion of last year’s business was gen­ 
erally slow in the country as a ru le ; but 
the latter part of the year there was 
great improvement, and this betterm ent 
of business has been carried over into 
the new year, and continues. 


I t is a Godsend th at the new year b e ­ 
gins with a change in the method of the 
remuneration of Justices of the Peaoe 
and Constables.

The 
loss of life is probably much heavier 
than at first reported. 
About the same 
time there was an explosion and fire 
the same neighborhood by which eight 
men were burned to death.

R e a d i n g , l’a., Jaunary 9.—This wa*» 
the saddest night in the history of Read­ 
ing. A deadi-like pall hangs upon the 
city as the reenlt cf the most horrible 
disasters in 
its history. 
A hundred 
households are in mourning as the result 
of one of the greatest calamities known 
in Pennsylvania. 
A cyclone swept over 
the northern section of the city this 
afternoon and laid waste everything 
within its reach, and with terrible loss 
of life. The lives that have been sacri­ 
ficed and the number that have been in­ 
jured nan unly be estimated. 
The most 
reliable computation at 10 o’clock to­ 
night is that not less than sixty persons 
have been killed outright and one hun­ 
dred injuied. 


HOW TH IS TEKRIIiLE CALAMITY OCCURRED. 
It was raining very hard all morning. 
Towards noon it ceased almost entirely, 
and by 4 o’clock there was every indica­ 
tion that there would be an entire cessa­ 
tion of the rainstorm. 
Half an hour 
afterwards the bright sun made every 
effort to penetrate the clouds. The tint* 
of a rainbow were seen in the eastern sky. 
There was a clear sky overhead. This 
continued for half 
an 
hour longer, 
then 
the 
scene 
changed 
with 
a suddenness 
that 
was 
appalling. 
The

way 
to ominouB signs of a coming storm. 
Dark, heavy banks of clouds marshalled 
themselves towards town, and Boon a 
gloom seemed to have settled over the 
city; then the wind whistled, roared 
and tore in mad confusion.

FIRST SIGNS OF DANGER 
In a funnel-shaped maelstrom of wind 
which seemed to gather up everything 
within ita reach and cast it right ami 
left. 
Ont. in the country, houses and 
barns were unroofed, many of them 
overturned, crops rooted up and destruc­ 
tion spread In every direction. 
The 
track of this destructive elem ent was not 
more than 200 feet wide, and it is lucky 
it only touched the suburbs of the city. 
Ic came from the west, and passed 
along 
the 
northern 
border 
of 
Reading. 
First 
it 
touched 
the 
Mount 
Penn 
Stove 
Works. 
Here 
the corner of the building was struck and 
a portion of the roof was cut off as nicely 
as if done with a pair of scissors. 
Then 
the storm cloud scurried across some 
fields, took off a portion of the roof of J 
S. Sternberg’s rolling mill, and a number 
of dwellings were unroofed as readily as 
if their tin roofs were paper. The storm 
then hurried across the property of the 
Reading Railroad Company and crossed 
th e railroad. 
Here a passenger car was 
standing. 
This 
was 
overturned 
a* 
quickly as if it had been a toy and its 
splinters were scattered in every direc­ 
tion. 
Meanwhile the rain poured down 
in torrents, the 
atmosphere became 
heavy and oppressive and it was 


ALMOST AS DARK AS NIGHT. 
Directly on one side of the track of the 
Reading railroad was situated the paint 
shops of the company. 
It was a one 
Btory building, about 6 0 by 
150 feet in 
size. 
H ere about thirty men 
were 
employed in painting passenger care. 
There were eight or nine of the care in 
the building. 
They had been built a* 
the com pany’s 
shops at a coet < f 
$ 6 ,0 0 0 each. 
The building was struck 
squarely in the middle and bricks were 
scattered about as if they were play 
things. 
The cars were turned topsy- 
turv y, while the men were buried under 
the debris. The cham ber of each of the 
passenger cars was already filled with 
gas, as they were ready to be taken out 
on the road in a few days. 
They ex­ 
ploded one after another. 


BANG ! RA N G ! BA N G ! BANG ! 
They resounded over the city, causing 
people to run out of their bouseR, think­ 
ing it was the sound of an earthquake. 
There was a considerable quantity of 
gasoline in the building and this added 
fuel to the flames. 
A sheet of flame shot 
upward with the roar of 
musketry. 
Some twenty of the m en had a chauca to 
climb out of the debris, but four of their 
companions were enveloped in the em­ 
brace of the flames. Their cries were 
heard for a mom ent by the terrified 
workmen, and then their voices were 
bushed forever. 
They were quickly 
roasted to death. 
The fire from nine 
passenger cars lit up the neavens for 
miles around. It was a beautiful sight 
and could have been enjoyed but for the 
awful calamity which accompanied it. 
In the meantime the fire department 
was called out, but their services were 
unavailing. The building and cars were 
consumed in fifteen minutes, and noth­ 
ing was left but blackened, smoking 
ruins, under which lay 


FOUR HUMAN BEINGS BURNED TO CORPSES. 
Their names are John Kaller, Albert 
Lindherger, Sheridan Jones and George 
Schaffer. 
It was rum ored that several 
others had been killed, but these are the 
only ones whom it is known have lost their 
lives. 
Aaron Dewalt, another employee 
in th# paint shop, had an arm broken 
and George Knabb was injured inter­ 
nally, no doubt fatally. The loss to the 
railroad company is fully $75,000. 
While this was all going on, the storm 
was traveling 
forward 
with fearful 
rapidity. 
It must have traveled at the 
race of 100 miles per hour. 
It struck 
somh more houses and unroofed a doz jn 
private residences. 
Huge sheets of fin 
were carried a square away and de­ 
posited in a lot. The storm 


PROCEEDED IN ITS FULL FURY. 
Directly in ita path at the corner of 
Twelfth and M arion streets stood the 
Reading Silk Mill. 
H ere about 175 girls 
were working. The building was a huge 
structure, most substantially built, four 
stories in height and a basem ent besides. 
It occupied a whole block of ground,

Nearly 200 hum an beinzs went 
down in the awful wreck. 
Walls gave 
way, floors fell down, one on top of the 
other, and carried their great mass of 
human beings to the bottom.

were piled up in the greatest confusion, 
while amid the hurricane and whistling, 
rushing, roaring wind, 


TERRIBLE CRIES FOR SUCCOR 
Were sent up to heaven. It was a mo­ 
ment that tried m en’s souls, and almost 
simultaneously with the fall of the build­ 
ing came the awful cries for relief. Girls 
with 
blackened 
faces, bruised ami 
broken limbs, their clothing tattered and 
torn, dragged them -elves from the ruins. 
So probably seventy-five to 100 escaped 
or were dragged ont by their friend?. 
These of conree worked on the upper 
floors and were thrown near tho top

The most re­ 
liable estimate tonight places thee num­ 
ber in the building wl en it went down 
in the neighborhood of 175, and as before 
stated 100 of these were rescued by iriei ds 
or dragged themselves out immediately 
after the accident. 
AN ALARM FOR RELIEF 
Was immediately sent out and in a short 
time thousands of citizens arrived to help 
out the dead and dying. 
The scene was 
a harrowing one and beggars description. 
The mill is situated near the foot of 
Mount Penn, a high m ountain overlook­ 
ing the city. 
W hen the people arrived 
everything was enveloped in darkness, 
then huge bonfires were built, which cast 
a dismal glare over the surrounding 
scene. The fire com paniesleft the burning 
paint shop and assisted in the rescue of 
the dead and dying. The entire police 
force was called out. Ambulance and 
relief corps and thousands of people were 
iu among the debris carrying out bricks, 
pulling away 
tim bers 
and assisting 
wherever they could, all at the same 
time, but their work was slow compared 
with the dem and for the rescue of vic­ 
tims. 


SCENES AMONG TH E RUINS. 
One young woman was taken out all 
bruised and suffering with cuts and 
bruises. One body, noticed as it was 
dragged out, had its head cut off, other» 
were in various postures, the living all 
suffering from the most terrible wounds 
and some almost scared to death. 
An 
Associated Press representative entered 
what 
was once 
the 
basem ent 
of 
the building, and groping his 
way 
through 
the 
debris 
noticed 
five 
bodies of 
young 
girls 
lying close 
together. 
He tried to pull them out, but 
they were pinned down and it was im 
possible to get them out. 
They were 
dead and beyond all hum an aid. ’ Up to 
10:30 o’clock 
to-night 
probably the 
bodies of a d<.zen dead have been taken 
out, while the greater portion of the re­ 
mainder were Btill under the ruins. 
The 
work of rescue will be pushed all night, 
but it may be far into to-morrow before 
all the 
bodies are taken out. 
The 
rescuers still have the greatest hopes 
that some of those inside are still living, 
and there is every effort being made to 
save them. 


ALL IS CHAOS AND CONFUSION 
Around the mill. 
The managers are 
missing and the correct num ber lost is 
merely guesswork. 
I t may not be over 
forty, and then again at this hour there 
is a likelihood that it will reach sixty or 
eighty. The silk mill was built about 
four 
years 
ago. 
The 
builders 
were Reading 
capitalists, and 
the 
cost of 
the building 
was $63,000. 
The mill was 
leased to Grimshaw 
Brothers, of Pattereon, N. J ., where they 
also operate similar mills, and they have 
been running it ever since. The machin­ 
ery they pnt in the mill cost $45,000. 
This is a total loss. W hen an Associated 
press representative visited the scene of 
the wreck at 11 o’clcek to-night he found 
everything iu the greatest eonfusiou. At 
that time about a dozen dead bodies had 
been taken out. 


■OMR OF T H E DEAD. 
Among those who are dead are the 
following: Henry Crocker, foreman silk 
m ill; married, 23 years old, head crushed 
in, neck and arm broken; from New 
London, Conn.

A THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 
Augustus E. Roscup was foreman of 
the first and second floors of the silk 
mill. A reporter interviewed him, aud 
his statem ent was as follows: 
“ It was 
about 20 minutes past 5 when I went to 
the second story to turn on the electric 
lights. After I had done this I stood 
looking about for about 10 minutos. 
Suddenly 
I 
heard 
a 
loud 
rush­ 
ing 
noise 
which 
I 
thought 
a cyclone. 
The building then 
shook* I was standing in the southern 
end of the room and before I could look 
out of the window I felt the building 
sink. Quick as lightning the portion of 
the room I was in went down. The girls 
rushed about me crying and screaming 
and calling for help. They did not real­ 
ize what was taking place. I t seemed to 
me as if the center of the building was 
struck first. 
1 cannot 
describe the 
scene; it was awful. 
I conld not 
do anything and 
could 
not think 
of what I should do. 
Our end of the 
building went down first, and while the 
floor was sinking it seemed to me as if 
the girls in the other part of the room 
wore on top of a h ill; that was the way it 
impressed me. 
While we were going 
down I saw the other portions of the 
floor fall. In a miunte all was over; tho 
screaming of the girls were heartrending. 
1 was knocked down under some heavy 
timbers and held fast by my foot. I could 
move every other part of my body except 
my leg. I reached down with my knife 
and cut the shoe off my foot; this way I 
became loosened and managed to arise. 
Amid the ecreems of the girl* and fall­ 


ing beams, and bricks I succeeded in es­ 
caping. 
I got out of the ruina on the 
eastern side of the building but how Id o 
not know. 
I called to the girls as 
loudly aa I could. 
They were all terri­ 
bly excited, and I never witnessed any­ 
thing b o awful in my life. 
Many of 
them heard me and worked themselves 
toward me. 
At some placee it seemed 
as if the floor was closed as solid os a 
solid mass, and the girls wonld 'creep 
around this, crawl over machines, and 
creep on their hands and knees nntil 
they got to the opening where I was. 
The machines saved many from being 
crashed to death, as it left a space be­ 
tween the floor and debris to crawl out. 
L believe that fully one hundred persons 
escaped 
with me. I remember see­ 
ing 
them 
run 
across 
the 
com­ 
mons in different directions to their 
homes, 
terrified 
naturally. 
Bome 
ran away a short distance and then 
returned to the ruins. The entire build­ 
ing was down. The girls came back to 
look for their brothers or sisters or 
friends. 
We could hear the moans and 
shrieks of those imprisoned in the ruins. 
The rain was pouring down and all around 
was dark. 
I was badly hurt and bruised 
about 
the 
body, head 
and 
limbs 
and went home after I saw I could do 
nothing. Between 250 and S00 operatives 
were in the building. 
About 4 o’clock 
I allowed sixteen girls to go home. 
All 
the floors were in oporation. The report 
that one hundred went home at 4 
o’clock is not true.” 


ONE OF THE PROPRIETORS IN JURED. 
George G rim shaw , jr., one of the pro­ 
prietors of the m ill, was upstairs writing 
a letter. 
He went down with the wreck, 
was b^dly hurt about the back and 
limbs, and sustained a gash in his hand. 
Jobn Ruber, the engineer of the silk 
mill, is another of the ki led. 
His head 
was cut clean off as with a sword.

storm of wind and hail, the worst known 
for years, swept over the city shortly 
after noon to-day, carrying with it deatti 
and destruction. 
The storm formed 
with suddenness th at was overwhelming, 
and as the wind, accompanied by hail 
aud torrents of rain, swept along the 
streets, pedestrians were hnrled before it 
and barely escaped being crushed under 
the vehicles passing along the thorongh- 
fures. 
Suddenly in tho center of the 
city there was a terrible crash, and a few 
minutes later the central fire alarm 
sounded a call from a box at the corner 
of Diamond and Wood streets. 
H un­ 
dreds of people hurried to the scene, 
where it was found the cyclone had 
caught a new building on Diamond 
street, owned by C. L. Willey, and 
hurled it to the earth, covering up 


TWO SCORES OF MANGLED HUMAN BODIES. 
Tiie building was in the course of erec­ 
tion. 
It was 40x80 feet in dimensions 
and was seven stories high. 
The front 
of the building bad not yet been put in 
and tho wind seemed to enter from the 
open end. The high walls of brick and 
undried walls were parted, one falling 
each way, partly 
wrecking nearly a 
dv.aen of the surrounding* building. The 
main'force of the crushing building was 
thrown against Welding Jk Co.’s book 
store on Wood street, and the barber 
shop of Fred Schumaker, at No. 41 
Wood street. 
The rear of W elding’s 
store wa9 crushed in, and toe front 
of the building was forced out into Wood 
Btreet. 
The barber shop was completely 
demolished. A leather store next to the 
Willey building, occupied by W. H 
Thomas, was also totally wrecked. The 
rear end of H. W att & Co.’s book store 
was crushed in, while some of the falling 
structure struck Joseph 
Richbaum ’e 
building fronting on First avenue, break­ 
ing the windows and iujuring a number ol 
employees. A portion of the wall of a mil­ 
linery store next to Thom as’s caved in and 
the windows aud doors iu a number of 
the surrounding buildings were broken 
Tne building of Rea Bros. & Co., stock 
brokers, on the coiner of Diamond and 
Wood streets, was partly wrecked and 
the occupants barely escaped. 
Within 
five minutes after the collapse of the 
building, the streets were filled with an 
excited crowd, notw ithstanding the fact 
th at rain and hail were pouring down in 
a perfect deluge. 
W ith the arrival of the 
firemen the 


WORK OF RESCUE 
W as begun. 
Laddors were run up to 
the second and third stories of the 
Welding building, and the first one taken 
out was a young lady employed as a 
type writer, who fortunately had escaped 
serious injury. 
At the time of the dis­ 
aster about twenty-five men were ai 
work on the building, and not one es­ 
caped injury. Jn the barber-hop, nexr. 
door, seven men were imprisoned, while 
half a dozen were buried beneath the 
debris 
of 
the 
Welding 
building. 
The 
hospitals 
were 
notified, and 
short 
time 
later 
the 
clang of 
ambulance bells and patrol wagons was 
heard. The contractors had twenty-five 
wagons and carts on the scene inside of 
an hour, and private expressmen went

M ean­ 
time the crowd continued to increase, 
until finally it was found necessary to 
call out the police and have the streets 
cleared for a square both ways. The 
streets weie then roped in aud no one 
was allowed about the ruins but those 
assisting in the rescue. The work was 
continued all afternoon, and at about 10 
o’clock to-night a num ber of persons 
were known to be still underneath the 
debris. 
Up to that hour forty mangled 
and bruised bodies had been taken from 
the ruins. 
Some were dead, others were 
dying, and m any were fatally injured. 
From the best inform ation obtainable 


EIGHT W ERE KILLED OUTRIGHT, 
Or died in a short tim e, and all the 
others were seriously injured. 
It is be­ 
lieved the list of the dead will be greatly 
increased before morning. 
Of the eight 
killed, only two have been identified so 
far. One was a little girl nam ed McGlone, 
who wa9 walking along the Htreet with 
her brother, when the building fell, and 
tbe two were buried in the wreck. The 
little girl was killed instantly and her 
brother fatally injured. 
The body of 
George Kirsch, a barber, was found in 
the cellar of the barber shop. 
Five u n ­ 
known men and one boy are now at tbe 
morgue awaiting identification. Dr. J. 
L. Reed, a prom inent physician of Alle­ 


gheny was in the W elding building at 
the time and is still missing. It is feared 
he is dead.

W IDESPREAD OBSTRUCTION. 
It is almost impossible to-night to give 
a reliable estimate of the pecuniary 
dam ge, but it will probably be $76,000 
or $100,000, in tho immediate vicinity of 
the wrecked building. 
The cyclone 
wrought terrible destruction in other 
parts of the city and out upon the rail­ 
roads centering here. 
A portion of the 
foundry of M cIntosh, Hemphill & Co., 
on Thirteenth street, was wrecked, as 
was also a house in Allegheny. 
At 
Walla station, on the Pennsylvania Rail­ 
road, a large brick building, owned by 
the Westinghouse Air Brake Company, 
was partially demolished, and at Wil- 
merdingse a coal tipple was wrecked. 
At McKeesport, houses were unroofed, 
trees blown down and windows smashed. 
Three houses in the course of erection 
were blown to pieces. 
On the river a 
num ber of boats were torn from their 
moorings and cast adrift like corks, but 
they were secured before much damage 
was done. The velocity of the wind was 
fifty miles An honr, tiie highest record 
for years. 
It is still blowing hard to­ 
night, but it is growing colder and the 
weather is clearing. 


LATER— I.IST OF T n B DEAD. 
The list of dead identified up to 11 
o’clock was as follows: Samuel Stranger, 
aged 16 years, painter; Thomas Jones, 
bricklayer; Charles

STILL MORE VICTIM8.

At 6:45 o’clock this even- 
tbe voice of a boy nam ed G attman was 
heard, but the rescuers could not locate 
him.

however, he had not been reached and

boy was taken out of the ruins about 11 
o’clock.

Seven men were thrown from the seventh 
Btory to the ground and escaped with 
slight bruises. 
It is learned th at the 
factory of BontregerA Co. in the seventh 
ward was blown down during the storm 
and a man nam ed Hines was killed. 


T h e C o l d 
W a v e . 


C h i c a g o , January 9 —A flurry of wet 
snow, melting as it fell, began here this 
morning.

weather map for the day shows that Chi­ 
cago is at the center of an extremely wide 
area of low barometer, extending in an 
irregular circle from Omaha to New 
York, and from the northern shore of 
Lake Superior to Knoxville, Tenn.

N e w Y o r k , January 9 .—The Supreme 
Court to-day rendered a decision against 
the Sugar Trust in the suit brought by 
the State against tbe North River Sugar 
Refining Company to forfeit its charter 
on tbe ground th at it virtually passed 
out of existence by selling out all its 
stock to the Sugar T rust and closing up 
its works. 
Action was begun by Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Tabor for the forfeiture and dissolu­ 
tion of the charter of the North River 
Sugar Refining Company, on the ground 
th at it has exceeded its ¡powers and fran­ 
chises by becoming a member of the 
Sugar Trust. Judge B arrett’s opinion is 
tbe most exhaustive, probably the most 
im portant ever written upon the subject 
of trusts and monopolies.

The House Continues In a Deadloek 
of 
the 
Host 
Stub­ 
born Kind.

W a s h i n g t o n , January 9 .—In t h e Sen­ 
ate to-day the House amendments to the 
Nicaragua Canal bill were non-concurred 
in, and Sherman, Edmunds and Morgan 
appointed as conferees. 
The Senate then resumed considera 
tion of the Tariff bill, the pending ques­ 
tion being on Vance’s amendment that 
the duty on no article in schedule J (flax, 
hemp and jute) shall exceed flfty per 
cent ad valorem. The amendment was 
rejected. 
Schedule K (wool and manufactures of 
wool) was, at the request of Allison, 
held over informally, and schedule L 
(plain and silk goods) was taken up. 
West interrupted at Paragraph 475. in 
relation to velvets and plushes (including 
ribbons) and asked whether that was an 
item involved in the suit between John 
Wanamaker and the Government. He 
said Wanawaker’s contention was that 
ribbons came in under another clause in 
regard to trimmings for bonnets which 
paid less duty. He saw by to-day’s pa­ 
pers that the suit had been decided in 
favor of Wanamaker and that an appeal 
had been taken to the Supreme Court. 
He had also seen it stated that Wana­ 
maker was manufacturing such goods in 
Berlin, although he was one of the most 
distinguished advocates of American la­ 
bor and American workmen. 
Aldrich stated that the suit referred to 
was in reference to the proper construc­ 
tion of paragraph 448 in schedule N of 
the existing law. The defect in the ex­ 
isting law was radically cured by a substi­ 
tute. 
On motion of Aldrich paragraph 375 
was amended by striking out the words 
“ weighing not less than one ounce nor 
more than eight ounces per square 
yard,’’ and paragraph 377, relating to 
laces and embroideries, was amended 
by adding the words “including knit 
goods.” 
No further amendment was offered to 
the silk schedule, and then Schedule M. 
(books, papers, etc.) was reached. Va­ 
rious other amendments were offered 
and rejected and then the schedule 
relative to "Sundries” was reached. On 
motion of Allison, paragraph 390 (but­ 
ton forms and lastings) was amended by 
striking out the words “silk twist.” 
THE COAL SCHEDULE. 
Vest moved to amend paragraph 393, 
taxing coal (bituminal and shale) 75 
cents per ton, by making it free. He 
argued that coal as well as lumber 
should be free. 
Faulkner argued against the amend­ 
ment, and said that in opposing it he 
stood on solid Democratic ground. 
Gorman also opposed the amendment. 
He argued in behalf of the bituminous 
coal interests east of the Alleghenies, 
and said the time would never come in 
the belt of StateB 
bordering on the 
Potomac, prospering now as no other 
three States in the Union in manufactur­ 
ing interests, when they would run pell 
mell into free trade. He hoped before the 
Senate got through with the considera­ 
tion of this 
matter 
the 
Senators 
would rise above party and would care 
for the great interests of the country 
which were depending upon this legisla­ 
tion to an extent that he feared the 
Senator from Missouri did not entirely 
realize. 
Vest replied to Gorman, and said the 
Democrat who flinched now from the 
principles of the party on this subject of 
tariff gave up his flag and could not jus­ 
tify 
himself 
before 
the 
country. 
Democrats had 
to 
stand by their 
position in the last canvass whether they 
were willing to do it or not. 
No Demo­ 
crats should go back upon the principle 
that no more taxes should be collected 
from the people than were necessary to 
pay the expenses of the Government 
economically administered. 
Voorhees also opposed the amend­ 
ment. 
Other Senators could do as they 
chose, but he would stand by the author­ 
ized declaration of his party. Finally 
Vest’s amendment was rejected; yeas 11, 
nays 31. 
On motion of Allison paragraph 393 
was amended by adding to it, “ coal, 
slack or culm, Buch as will pass through 
a half-inch screen, 30 cents per ton.” 
Vest moved 
to remove the duty 
on 
card clothing manufactured from 
tempered steel (paragraph 391) from 45 
to 50 cents per square foot, agreed to. 
Brown offered an amendment increas­ 
ing from 25 to 40 per cent duty on jewelry 
not otherwise provided for. 
Agreed to. 
Adjourned.
